As usual, new threats to the wilderness 
had appeared since the last Meeting, One 
of these affects the Cucamonga iild Area 
iri the mountains north of San Bernardino. 
Application has been made to erect a tele- 
vion station on Cucamonga Peak, which 
dominates this area but is actually just 
outside the boundary, Evidently the sta- 
tion will require a road, and Since Forest 
Service regulations prohibit roads within. 
half a mile of the edge of a Wild Area, 
the boundary of the iild Area would auto- 
matically be moved back if a road to the 
top of the peak were built. —-If-the station 
vould be built without a road (and a TV 
relay station might possibly be so built), 
there would be no compulsion to move the 

-boundaries of the Wild Area. ‘The Forest 
Service regulations show a weakness here. 
which can cause damage rather than pro- 
tect the wilderness. It sounds like a 

‘Small "bite" out of the Wild Area, but how 
well all Conservationists understand the

The Committee ‘voted hearty endorsement 
of the ten-percent bill (Tackett H.R, 565). 
The Board of Directors had approved this 
bill at their September meeting. The bill 
would require ten percent of the revenue 
from Forest Service land to be returned to 
the Service for use in recreational facili- 
ties. The bill failed of passage when — 
introduced at a former session of Congress
